Public  Library  Book  Trailer 

SUMMER  SCHEDULE 


During  the  past  few  weeks  the 
library  assistant  on  the  book  trail¬ 
er  has  constantly  been  asked  if  the 
trailer  will  continue  to  make  trips 
after  school  is  out.  Her  answer 
has  been  “Yes”.  But  she  has  not 
been  prepared  to  say  definitely 
whether  the  trailer  will  continue 
to  make  weekly  visits  to  all  stops. 
That  depends  upon  the  use  made 
of  it  during  the  summer. 

Library  circulation  always  drops 
when  fine  weather  sets  in.  Out- 
of-door  recreation  as  well  as  out- 
of-door  work  cuts  into  the  time 
people  have  to  give  to  reading. 
Without  doubt  the  circulation  from 
the  trailer  will  drop;  and  if  it  drops 
too  drastically  we  may  feel  it  ad¬ 
visable  to  make  bi-weekly  rather 
than  weekly  trips. 

However  the  summer  schedule 
that  we  are  tentatively  adopting  is 
on  a  weekly  basis.  We  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  visit  all  our  regular  stops 
other  than  schools  and  we  are 
adding  new  stops.  Some  of  these 
stops  have  been  added  because  of 
requests  of  residents.  Others  we 
have  added  ourselves  in  the  hope 
of  reaching  neighboring  children 
and  high  school  students  who  have 
been  using  the  trailer  at  school  or 
borrowing  books  from  the  school 
collections. 

We  very  much  want  to  meet  the 
book  needs  of  children  and  young 
people  this  summer.  During  the 
long  vacation  it  is  easy  to  get  com¬ 
pletely  out  of  touch  with  books  and 
in  the  fall  it  is  correspondingly 
difficult  to  get  back  into  the  swjng 
of  school  work.  Children  in  the 
lower  grades  especially  need  year- 
round  practice  in  reading;  while 
older  students  can  add  to  their 
background  or  brush  up  on  partic¬ 
ular  subjects  thru  recreational  or 
serious  summer  reading. 

And  not  to  be  forgotten  are  the 
many  books  which  are  designed  to 
help  a  person  in  developing  his 
chosen  avocation.  “The  fun  of 
photography” ;  “Archery  simplifi¬ 
ed”;  “Furnishing  the  home 
grounds”;  “Swimming  is  fun”; 
“New  tin-can  projects”;  “Bob 
Becker’s  pet  book”;  “How  to  build 


motor  car  trailers”;  “How  to  make 
garden  pools”;  are  a  sampling  of 
the  many  titles  that  are  suitable 
for  summer  study. 

The  following  schedule  will  be 
adopted  tentatively  beginning  April 
23rd.  The  time  spent  at  the  vari¬ 
ous  stops  may  have  to  be  adjusted 
to  meet  varying  summer  demands.
